Hearng before the railroad com- 


mission ia the Hughes Electric com- 
pany rates* and praeCees case opened 
before the railroad commission this 
' morning wtth a cattery of experts 


present to testify. 
Dispute arose at the very outset 
between contending parties. E. B. 
Cox, chef counsel for the utility, pre- 
sestedJ^fetition asking that the pe- 
tit>on-,«f;4.tl. Boop and others, con- 


rebates anoTSparaBons, be dismissed, 
This wa» opposed by F. t>. Hellstrom 
who filed Smotion to effect that since 
E. A. Hughes, president of the com- 
pany, and attorneys had stipulated a 
value of the utility property for fix- 
ing rates as of May 1, 1981, that the 
\ inquiry be limited to additions, bet- 


terment and depreciation since that 
time. 
The crux of this proceeding lay 
ia the stipulated value. The utility 


. company had agreed to a value of 


-A $355,484 for the physical property of 


the plant, to which was added $15,000 
for working capital and $39,000 for 
going value, making a total value 
recommended -of $410,005, it waa eon- 
tended by the petitioners. 


In the present case the utility 
claims the reproduction cost of the 
property, with working capital and 
going value, is over $689,000, or al- 
most $400,000 more than the figure 
agreed en in 1921. 
The railroad commission retired 


from the 'leering, and announced its 
decision on the motions after de- 
liberation. stating that both would 
be denied, bat could be renewed at 
the end of the hearing and parties 
could .file briefs if desired.

Howard Disher, Respected 


Cashier Most of His Life, 
Enters for Long Term 


EMBEZZLED1 FOR OTHERS 


Declares He Did Not Get 


Money Embezzled and 
Abo Lost AD Property 


Howard Disher, a respected bank 


cashier most of bis life, today js fac- 
ing the dreary prospect of seven and 
one/half years imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary with only a vague 
hope for the future but without com- 
plaint. ' 
Disher, who pleaded guilty to era- 


besxling_$32,000 of the funds of the 
closed Bank of Almstead, endured his 
first day of imprisonment when he 
went into the penitentiary Saturday. 
During the period of his arrest and 
after his sentence by Judge Buttz 
of Devils Lake," he says, he never 
was put behind the bars, and came 
and wenfas he pleased. He wanted 
to come to the prison unaccompanied, 
but the court advised against it. 


Disher's embewlement is one of 


the largest in a North Dakota bank 
in years. It extended over a period 
of about four years, he told an in- 
terviewer. 
"I never get a penny myself," said 


Disher. "There's nothing bidden. I 
forged notes to provide additional 
collateral demanded by St. Paul 
banks on paper we had there to save 
the Bank of Olmstead. And I lost 
all my property—my bank stock and 
equity in several farms." . 


Disher. at the age of 47. is in 


prison while his wife must support, 
herself, a eight-year-old daughter 
and a two-year-old son by teaching 
school.

"I forged the notes and I'm taking 


my medicine," he said, "but I didn't 
get the money." 
Disher's downfall he lays chiefly 


to his excursions outside the bank- 
ing business. He was handling au- 
tomobiles, and he put the notes of 
farmer buyers in the bank, took the 
bank's money and the buyers eonldnt. 
pay the notes when due, 
It was' 


about four years ago, he said, when 
the pinch began to come, with the 
slump in agricultural prices'. 
Col- 


lections were rather slow and the 
bank didn't push farmers in 1920, he 
said. 
Things went from bad to 


worse, lie tried fo keep the bank open 
and resorted to forgery and embez- 
zlement. 
"Too many banks," was another 


reason he assigned for his present 
(light. 
There 
was 
competition 


among the banks, and there were too 
many loans and. too big loans," he 
said. While the war prices prevail- 
ed^ things went along nicely, but lat- 
er the crash came. 


T« Keep Spirits. 
Disher got a heavier sentence than 


he expected. Be hopes to reduce bis 
imprisonment tarough good behavior 
and help'folncss. Be hasn't been as- 
signed any duty yet, but he expects 
to do "clerical or bookkeeping work, 
.such as he had done in the banking 
business. 
"I don't know what III do after 


this is over," he said "The sentiment 
is not against me up there around 
Olmstead, but I h'ave lost every- 
thing. I'm going to try and keep 
myself in good shape physically and 
keep up spirits, though. 


A little man physically, slightly 


gray and a wearer of heavy glasses, 
Disher's voice trembled as his family 
was mentioned and he speculated oa 
the future. But he stall clings to the 
hope of coming back somehow in the 
future..

U. S. Senator and Head of Farm

W ashington, Dec. 17—Probably the 
most im portant problem, affecting 
agriculture, which will come before 
the new Congress has to do with 
transportation. 
The high railroad 
rates now prcvajliiig on farm pro­ 
ducts are an absolute barrier to agri­ 
cultural 
prosperity 
and 
must 
be 
changed. 
While the m atter of rates 
is not once oh wh'ch Congress can 
pass directly, being in the hands of 
the Interstate Commerce 
Commis­ 
sion, Congress may move to help 
thoiaituation through amendments to 
the transportation. 
First, in In my judgm ent. Section 
16-A, 
known 
as 
the 
“Guarantee 
Clause." should be repealed. 
More authority should be Ipdged 
in state railway commissions to deal 
with local rates and conditions. 
The present provision for mergers 
into regional systems 1 believe to be 
a step Sn the wrong direction and 
should be repealed. 
The Railroad Laboh Board has not 
functioned satisfactorily. 
I think it 
likely that the work now assigned to 
tills board could be harrdlcd better 
through llio Departm ent of Labor, 
perhaps 
through 
the 
division 
of 
mediation and conciliation 
Market Problem. 
Next to transportation, the far-^ 
m er's im portant problem is one of 
m arkets. 
Steps should be taken to 
widen our European m arket, to find 
an outlet abroad for our surplus 
wheat and other foodstuffs. 
Legis­ 
lation 
in this direction might be 
along the line of creating, undevgov­ 
ernm ent authority, an A gricultural 
Export Corpornti'on, proposed 
last 
session by Senator N orris. 
I tliihk 
the Norris plan ought to be uniendcd 
in some particulars, but I do believe 
it im portant that some plan-be work­ 
ed out whereby the govdrnttient will 
enter actively into a program of co­ 
operation with other governments to 
bring about closer relations between 
jm porters abroad and our exporters 
here. 
We should have an aggressive 
m arketing agency for American 'prod­ 
ucts.' 
Farm ers are interested, of course, 
in the proposed tax reduction.

Howard Disher, a rcsjMiCtcd bank 
cashier most of hia life, today is fac­ 
ing the dreary prospect of seven and 
oncuhalf years imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary with only u vague 
hope for the future but without com- i 
plaint. ' 
Disher, who pleaded guilty to cm- 
bpzzling_$32,000 of the funds of the 
closed Bunk of Alnistcad, endured his 
first day of inigxisonmcnt when he 
went into the penitentiary Saturday. 
During the period of his arrest and 
after his .sentence by Judge Buttz 
of Devils Lake, he says, he never 
was put behind the bars, and came 
and w ent'as he pleased. 
He Wanted 
to come to the prison unaccompanied, 
but the court advised against it. 
Disher’s embezzlement is one of 
the largest in a North Dakota bank 
in years. 
It extended over a period 
of about four years, he told an in­ 
terviewer. 
"I never g8t a penny myself,” .said 
Disher. 
“There’s nothing hidden. 
I 
forged 
notes to provide 
additional 
collateral 
demanded 
by 
St. 
Paul 
banks on paper wc had there to save 
the Bank of OInistcad. 
And I lost 
all my property—liiy hank slock and 
equity in several farm s.” 
Disher, at the age of 47, is in 
prison while his wife must support 
herself, 
a 
cight-ycar-old daughter 
nnd a two-ycar-old son by tcuchijig 
school. 
Takes His Medicine. 
' 
“I forged the notes and I’m taking 
my medicine,” he said, "but I didn't 
get the money." 
Disher’s downfall he lays chiefly 
to his excursions outside the bank­ 
ing business. 
He was handling au­ 
tomobiles, and lie pul the notes of 
farm er buyers in the bunk, took tlie 
bank’s money and the buyers couldn’t 
pay the notes when due. 
It was 
about four years ago, he said, when 
the pinch began to come, with the 
stump in agricultural prices. 
Col­ 
lections were rather slow and the 
bank didn’t push farm ers' in 1920, he 
said. 
Things went from 
bad 
to 
worse, he tried Vo keep the bank open 
and resorted to forgery and embez­ 
zlem ent. 
“Too many banks," was another 
reason he assigned for his present 
plight. 
There 
was 
competition 
among the banks, and there were too 
many loans and. too big loans,” he 
said.

SPEED CRAZE 
A safety first enthusiast writes: 
“Why was .so much 
attention paid to the wreck of the Twentieth Century Lim­ 
ited, killing nine, when at least five times that many weri* 
killed the same day by autos here in America alone?’’ 
The answer is, the big train wreck was spectacular. 
It 
was the wreck of the train, rather than the actual loss of 
life, that appealed to popular imagination. 
The Twentieth Century wreck was an international story, 
for this train symbolizes the Speed Idol, so widely wor­ 
shiped in our generation. This train is famous all over the 
world — principally for its speed, since the average i)erson 
gives secondary attention to the train’s comforts and the 
services it renders. 


Ours is a nervous generation, impatient, restless, eager 
to be up and moving. Many individuals are about as speedy 
as mola.sses in zero weather. 
But the national tendency is 
toward speed. 
' 
People rush their eating, gulp their meals. 
They may 
move deliberately, but in the main they are ever on the look­ 
out for shortcuts of methods and mechani.sm that will hurry 
their work.

Another Draw 
As.soon as East discards, and un­ 
less someone “pungs,” (which is ex­ 
plained below). South either "chows” 
(which is explained below) or else 
draws from the wall. The. draw from 
the wall is of the top tile immediate­ 
ly to the left of the opening. Then 
South discards and (if uninterrupted 
by “pung” or “chow”) West, the next

Last Fieces Only 
A “pung” or a “chow” can only be 
made on the last piece discarded. All 
other discarded pieces are dead. 
Courtesy of the game demands that 
both punged and chowed pieces shall 
immediately be laid in front of the 
punger or chower face up, together 
with the two pieces which gave him 
authority for making the play. Thus 
•n a pung, the entire three-of-a-kind 
should be exposed before the discard, 
while on a chow the three cards -of 
the sequence should be so cxposen.
